The counties of Union, Fayette, Wayne, Ran- 
dolph, Henry, Delaware, Allen, Grant, Huntington, and 
Lagrange, shall form the fifth Congressional District, and 
shall be entitled to one Representative in the Congress of 
the United States. :

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to incorporate Hanover 
Academy.”

Sec. I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That the name of the institution created by 
the act to which this is an amendment shall be change1 to 
Hanover College, and the same shall hereafter be known by 
the name and style of Hanover College; and the faculty 
of said college, consisting of the president, professors and 
tutors thereof, shall have the power of granting and con- 
ferring, by and with the approbation of the board of trus- 
trustees, such degrees in the liberal arts and sciences as 
are usually granted and conferred in other colleges in the 
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United States, to the students in the college, or others, 
who by their proficiency in learning, or other meritorious 
distinction, may be entitled to the same; and to grant unto 
such graduates, diplomas or certificates, uader their com- 
mon seal, and signed by the faculty, to authenticate and 
perpetuate the memory of such graduations: Provided, how- 
ever, That no degrees shall be conferred, cr diplomas 
granted, unless such student has acquired the same proti- 
ciency in the liberal arts and sciences as is customary in 
other colleges in the United States.

CHAPTER X. 


An Act to more permanently establish the boundary line between the 
counties of Vermillion and Warven., 


[APPROVED JaNvARY 15, 1833.] 


Sc. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, 'That the following shall formand constitute the Boundary 
dividing line between the counties of Vermillion and War- o_ acai 
ren, to wit: Beginning on the west bank of the Wabash 
River, where the township line, dividing the townships 
number nineteen and twenty intersect the same; thence 
west with said township line to the range line dividing 
ranges nine and ten west; thence north with said range 
line to the township line dividing townships nineteen and 
twenty north, in range ten west; thence west with said 
township line to the line dividing the states of Indiana and 
Illinois, 
Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That so much of the thirty- Repeal 
eighth section of an act relative to county boundaries, ap- 
proved February 10th, 1831, as comes within the purview 
of this act, be and the same is hereby repealed.

accrue to the agricultural and mercantile interesis of the 
union, by the power conferred by the United States’ consti- 


tution in relation to reserved national highways, and a ge- 
neral solicitude to have various obstructions which now im- 
pede a safe steam boat navigation of the Wabash and White 


rivers speedily removed, most respectfully pray for appro- 
priations of land or money sufficient ta defray the cost and’ 


accomplish the works contemplated. 

The improvement of the Wabash river and the comple- 
tion of the Wabash and Erie canal, now commenced, will, 
it is evident, throw open to the people of the United 
States a direct chain of internal navigation, connect- 
ing the commerce of the north with the south, the east with 
the west, and presents a claim for means, deeply interesting 
to the growing populatian of adjoining states and territories. 

The White rivers partake of ihe national character of the 
Wabash, being under the control of the general govern- 
ment, and are also of vital importance. 

Your memorialists, in reiterating a prayer for means to 
improve said rivers, disclaim any wish to benefit themselves 
ina greater degree than their neighbors and the American 
people at large by congressional apprepriations. These ri- 
vers are reserved national streams, and the immense popula- 
tion whose surplus products and necessary’ sunplies, they 
must float to and from the sea board, the general advanta- 
ges to result from their immediate improvement should en- 
title them to peculiar regard. 

The Wabash river, for the distance of abouttwo hundred 
and fifty miles from its junction with the Ohio is the dividing 
line between the states of Indiana and Illinois, and in that 
portion of the river which is under their concurrent jurisdic- 
tion the most injurious obstructions exist. All the obstruc- 
tions in this important stream to the mouth of Tippecanoe, 
together with all obstruetions in White River and its 
branches, as far as steam boats can now ascend during high 
water may, it is believed, be removed by the judicious ap- 
plication of a small amount compared to the great utili;

The necessary and proper improvement of this highway 
is now beyond the equitable division of ourstate means; and 
the essential public accommodation it affords to the inter- 
course, trade and ,agricultural interests of this and other 
states of the union, clearly brings an appropriation to im- 
prove it within the prescribed constitutional power delegat- 
ed to congress—Therefore, 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, 
That our senators in congress be, and they are hereby in- 
structed and our representatives earnestly requested to use 
every becoming exertion to obtain of the senate and house of 
representatives of the United States in congress assembled, 
an ample appropriation to improve the aforesaid public tho- 
roughfare and mail route as speedily as possible.

Whé&feas, it has been made manifest to this general assem- 
bly that William Warren, a citizen of Marion county, 
state of Indiana, was, on the seventh day of June last, 
acting in the character of first aid to the gunner of a com- 
pany of artillery, then on parade with a view to stimulate 
the militia to volunteer their services in defence of the 
frontiers ofsaid state against the attacks of the hostile In- 
dians of the north west, and that said militia were then in- 
vited to volunteer under the command of Alexander W. 
Russell, the officer designated by the executive of India- 
na tocommand said volunteers, and while the said Warren 
was in the discharge ofhis duty as gunner an accidental 
discharge of the cannon carried away both of his hands, 
leaving him an invalid for life, entirely dependent on the 
liberality of his country—Therefore, 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, 
That our senators in congress be, and they are hereby in- 
structed and our representatives respectively requested to 
use their exertions and influence to have the said Warren 
enrolled among the invalid pensioners of the United States, 
fixing the date of his enrollment so as to correspond with 
the date of his misfortune.

Resolved further, ‘That upon the receipt of such traet 
books aed maps, the auditor is hereby authorized to audit 
and the treasurer to pay the amount necessary to procure 
the same, aod the like sum to him for copying and transmit- 
ting the same tothe clerks of the respective counties, upon 
his certificate of having performed the same; which certifi- 
tate shall be filed in bis office as a voucher; payable out of 
any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Resolved further, That it shall be the duty of the auditor 
of public accounts to annually ascertain from the general 
tract books the number of acres of land liable for taxes in 
each county, ar account of which shall be certified to the 
several clerks of the circuit courts and to the legislature; 
and in case the returns annually made by the several clerks 
to the auditor shall fall short of the quantity subject to tax- 
ation, the auditor shall notify the clerk ofthe proper county 
of that fact, for which service the duditor shall be allowed 
such sum as the governor, upon the inspection of the work, 
shall deem just and reasonable. 


CHAPTER CCVI. 


A Memorial to the Congress of the United States on the subject of re- 
linquished lands, 





[APPROVED FEBRUARY 2, 1833.] 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States, in Congress assembled: The general assembly of the 
state of Indiana respectfully invite the attention of your ho- 
norable body to one or two circumstances in the legislation 
of congress, with regard to the purchasers of the public 
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jands, which have produced inequality, and consequent in- 
justice in reference to many of said purchasers. 

From an early period in the settlement o1 lidiana up to 
the year 1821, the public lands in the western country were 
sold for one fourth of the purchase money in hand and the 
residue in yearly payments, with the lability to forfeit the 
payments made, upona failure to complete the same. Se- 
veral acts of congress were subsequently passed, claracter- 
ized by great liberality, leavingiuo doubt in the minds of 
your memorists of the intention of congress to include with- 
in their tiberal provisions every class of purchasers. 

From what is supposed te have been inadvertence or 
oversight, one class ef purchasers have not received that 
relief which by the genera! «quity of congressioual Jegisla- 
tion is impliedly extended to toem. — | 

In the payment of lands by (se applicationof relinquish- 
ments of other lands, under one of the acts alluded to, the 
person applying such relinquished lands, was allowed a 
credit of fifty dol’ars only for eighiy which he had paid, per- 
haps several years previously, to the government. Whilst 
under another act, those who actually suffitred forfeitures 
were allowed in payment of other lands the iull amount of 
their worfeited payments, making a difference between the 
two classes of thirty-seven and a half per centum. 

Your memorialists indulge the filest confidence that invit- 
ing the attention of your henorable body to the inequality 
above @®ticed will insure an application of the appropriate 
remedy, and that congress will pass a law authorizing every 
individual who has lost thirty dollars out of every eighty 
paid to the government in the manner above mentiored, to 
receive the benefit of the same in scrip, to be issued for such 
person. And as in duty bound, your memorialists will ever 


pray.
